This entitled the Lightning to the 


proud distinction of being the fastest 
ship that ever sailed the seas. There 
Was no steamship of her day that 
could approach her record for a day’s 
mileage by 100 miles, and 25 years 
passed before a steamer was produced, 
the Arizona, then rated as an ocean 
greyhound, that equaled her maximum 
speed per hour. 

Best remembered today of the Amer- 
fean clipper ships is the Dread- 
nought. She was a packet ship, run- 
ning on a regular schedule with pas- 
sengers between New York and Liver- 
pool. There is a tradition that in 1859 
she created a record of 9 days 17 hours 
from Sandy Hook to Queenstown, but 
the story has been decided to be myth- 
ical.

SKIMMED MILK FOR CALVES 


Since Most of Fat Has Been Removed 
in Cream Carbohydrates Needed 
to Make It Balanced. 


Skimmed milk is a little richer in 
protein than whole milk, but lower in 
carbohydrates. Since most of the fat 
has been removed in the cream the 
skimmed milk will need carbohydrates 
to make it a balanced ration for calves. 

A good plan is to replace a portion 
of the whole milk with skimmed milk, 
gradually increase the skimmed milk 
with some form of carbohydrates till 
all of the whole milk is replaced by 
skimmed milk. Fine ground meal is 
ove of the best carbohydrate supple- 
ments to be fed with skimmed milk. 
Some feeders cook the meal, stic it 
in the skimmed milk and feed it to the 
ealf. After the calf is two weeks old 
it will eat fine ground meal and if fed 
small quantities will assimilate it. 
Linseed meal is also used. 

Care should be taken in feeding 
calves. They should be taught to 
drink from the pail as soon as pos- 
sible. Nothing but clean vessels should 
be used and the milk should be clean 
and warm.

CONTROL OF TREES IN CITY 


Los Angeles Newspaper Advocates 
Commission Which Should Wield 
Absolute Power. 


What we need, and need badly 
right now, is a tree commission hav- 
ing absolate control of all street 
planting. The trees should be taken 
away from the owners of abutting 
property. He should neither be held 
responsible for them nor allowed to 
touch them, any further than any 
other resident of the city. Why has 
the city taken over street, curb and 
sidewalk, and allowed a narrow strip 
of private property to intervene? Why 
does the city partially control it? Is 
a divided interest and responsibility 
conducive to the best results? A 
study of our street planting will quick- 
ly bring an answer. Not one in a 
hundred is competent to choose the 
right tree for a street. The same per- 
centage will care for them properly, 
and about the same number will agree 
on the same tree. No resident of Los 
Angeles need be told of the outcome 
of such laxity of control, or, rather 
such absence of control. The need for 
a change is great, and the problem 
cries to high heaven for relief. When 
‘will it be solved, and solved aright? 
How long are we to continue under 
present conditions? All know a 
change must come—why delay? Our 
charter framers may help us out by 
providing for a tree commission in 
full control, with a corps of trained 
experts, to give us a city in the near 
future of which our residents for all 
time may be proud as the really city 
beautiful.—Los Angeles Times.

animals in ordinary steel traps, wound | 
with cloth, in the hope of catching 
them alive without the infliction of se- | 
rious injury, they to be taken alive and | 
transported to a state game preserve. | 
A few beaver were removed in this | 
way, but there are still quite a num- | 
ber of beaver in the Bibon swamp. | 

In three Wisconsin counties, includ- 
ing Sawyer and Rush, the season was 
open during December, but it is not re- 
ported that beaver in any large num- | 
bers were caught, for it was {illegal to 
set traps within 500 feet of beaver 
houses, and trappers who confined 
thelr operation str?ctly within legal 
Hinits, did not report much success. 
The poachers, however, levy constant | 
tribute on the beaver, still remain- 
{ng in the country, and in spite of In- 
creases reported during the past year, 
will cause extinction within a few 
years.
